lives and fortunes, and animated by the moit fpirited refolation to main- 
tala thefe ovr ineftimable privileges, and indifputable birth-right,—take 
this opportunity of exprefling our firm and ftedfaft attachment to the 
Proteftant Religion, confideriagy it as founded on the Word ot Geo: 
We therefore difapprove of, and thew our utter abhorrence to Popery, 
in all its. branches, forms, aud appendages; it being diametrically op- 
polite to the Word of Gop, the Confeffion of foitn o: the church of 
Scutland, and the Covenants National end Solemn League. 

We declare it as oar fincere judgement, that the late fcheme of 
flatcfine », to remove the pena! flatutes ogaintt Popery, was equally ab- 
fute and impolitical; heing in effeét fabverfive of our mott excellent 
con titution of “charch and Mate, and of the faeceffion of-the illuftrious 
Hoofe of Hanover to the throne of Brituin: Bor, whenever Popery 
has got the fanctian of law in any country, the liberty of the fubjedts, 
whether civil or ecclefiaftic, is neceilarily infringed ; Popery, like other 
evils, having its growth, altimatcly renders the fubject the miferable 
though willing flave of defpotifn and tyranny, 

In a country like ours, where the oracles of Gép are clearly and 
piirely exhibited, and where Liberty, and all its happy confequences, 
are not only fully underftood, but have really been long enjoyed, no 
names may compenfate their abatement, no threats can deter from every 
legal and conftitutional mean of their fupport.—We, therefore, anani- 
meufly agree, that although the petitions of oer Proteftant Brethren in 
England have not met with that fucceis they merited, yet neither they 
ner we ought, by any means, to give up with any legal and conttitu- 
tional method in our power to ¢ffedt the defired end, 

We heartily fyeopatbize with the Honourable Lord George Gordon in 
his prefent fufferings. From a conivioufnefs of his righteous caafe, from 
a full perfaafion that the outrages at Loadon are no more applicable to 
his Lordhip, than the fecting fire to Rome, under Nero, could be at- 
tributed io the perfecuted Chriltians,—we are determined to do every 
thing legally in our power for the fippbrt of his innocent charaéter, 

When we confider how his Lordthip, whea in this place, ftrongly in- 
culcated good order, and no means bat fuch as ave legal and conftitu- 
tional in our proceducve againft Popery; and when we confider too, what 
a realand neceffary irlend his Lord{hip has declared and thewn himtelf 
to be for both church and fate, we exnnot che but exprefs our warm- 
ett defires for his Lordthip’s fatety, and judge his caufe werthy of the 
patronage of the :noft cignified charadter i: the vation. < 

If, therefore, any love of the Proteltant Rticion, if, apy -defire of 
protecting the befl of friends in our country, remain in any breait, may 
we be allowed to call on our brethich, by all legal and conftitational 
Means, now to (hew it We, for our past, are unanimoufly deter- 
mined to maintaia our civil and ccligious Wherties and privileges, and 
Rand or fal! with the Preteftant Religion. 

Thefe we deliver as our fentiments, indopendgent. of the conneétion 
we have vith the Eighty-five Sotietics, and the tcitimony we have c- 
mitted in conjandtion with them.

From the Londow’Papers, Fan. 26... 

Hague, Fan. 16, His Excellency Count Welderen, who had reGded 
in the quality of Minifter Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary of this 
Republic, at the Court of Lontom, fince the year 1761, arrived here 
laft Friday in perfeét health. 

On the 18th of December lift, official advice was given to Count de 
Welderen of the reeal of Sir fofeph Yorke from the Hague; and from 
that day Lord Stormont réfufed all miuifterial communicition, either 
verbal or in writing, with our Amibaffador, uolefs he had propofitions 
of reeonciliation to ofter from thé part of the Republic; fo that all the 
poflible patns taken by Count Welderen, to deliver. the Declaration of 
the states Generis Aeceffion to ibe Armed Neutrality, proved in vain. 
This Misilter having received ig the night of the 27th to the 8th the 
order from their High Mightineifés to quit London, but previoully to 
deliver their Declaration, he fent a letter to Lord Storm¢gnt, in which 
Ke inclofed the faid Declaration, together with their High Mightiaef- 
ies refolution, concerning the affair at Amiterdam., Ent the Englith 
Secretary of State fent back the faiductter, without opening it; where- 
upon the Count de Weldeten, before his departere, wrote a fecond 
letter to thé taid Milaifter, in the terms following } 

** My Lory, , , a : 

‘* Tam mich obliged to your Excellewey’ for Four dttentiom and of- 
fer of fending a packet-boat to Margate, for my patlage to Ollend. 1 
(hall have no eceafion for the fame, having already engaged a veffel 
from Oftend, named le Couricr de !’Earope, fot that purpofe. This 
vellel is now lying at the Tower, ready to take in my baggage. _ I beg 
your 1 -xcellency will be pleafed to caute the neceflary orders to be iffa- 
ed from the Treafiiry and the Cultom-houlé, that it may be embarked 
without any hiddrance. As foon ds this is done, the faid veile! wi'l fil 
for Margate, where § fhall repaly by lind with the Countefs of Wel- 
deren. I alfo beg your Excellency to furnith me with the. neceflary 
pallports for my voyage, aud likewife with two paffports far two Dutch 
exprefles, named J. Pauk, and Augtnt Kehler, by the wiy of Har- 
wich. 4 

‘« Teannot ‘help, at the fame timie, to etprefS my furprife to your 
Lordthip in receiving ba¢gk from your Excellency’s dffice thc letter 
which I had the hunour to ténd there 3 noe was J lefs aftonified when 
my Secretary, whom | had fent to your Lordthip’s oflice to enquire'for 
the veaitn of returning the fari letter, withdut beitig opened, acquaint- 
ed me therewith. Give me leave to obférve to yous Lorgfhip; that it is 
impoiflole to knaw whether a propane is admitible @f not, before 
it has been feen and examined. “Meir High Mightinétles have given 
me exprefs orders to deliver unto the Pritili Minittry, before 1 thould 
withdraw from this Court, the papers which I had the honour of ad- 
dre‘fing to your Excellency yéiterday morning. How can 1 execute 
thefe ordets, if you will not permit-me to ice yo, nor accept any lee 
ters from nie? | flatter mytel! thaty @onvinced of the juftice of my reé 
marks, you will be pleated to acéept the letter which I feat yelterday, 
and to fend me aline i anfwer, iaformiag me of your intentions ig 
that reipedi. ' "

The britith Miniiter periifted, however; in his refulal df tecciving 
the faid letter, conformable to the plas of condiiet which bad-been a- 
dopied oy the Englith Cabinet, wee ivilowing aafwer to Count

what came from your patt with due attention,» ficce all connec- 
tion between the two nations is broke off by the ffion of your's, 
and fiace I have officially notified wiito yow the King’s Maniiefto, and 
orders given im confequence thereof, 1 can no longer behold you.as the 
Minitter of a friendly power. You cannot, therefore, Sir, aitribute 
the return of your packet without my optsiag it, but to the execution 
of indifpenfible duty in the prefent eircamitancts.. Afver ap open sup- 
ture, ail miniiterial communication between as mutt neceflarily ecale; 
and anterior orders are no longer applicable to the prefent ftate ot af+ 
fairs.

The following is the anfwer of the Ki of France to the Dé- 
charation of the States Generals relijed.te tacig: Accefion te 

the Armed Neutrality, viz. ye ‘adeell . 

“From the commencement of the prefeat war, the King has held 
facred a general rule of treatment towards the neutral powers founded 
upon principles of the univerfal right,of nations, afid having in view 
the effental and direét libérty of the tas; and the three sorthera 
powers have to thoroughly acknowledged the equity of them, that they 
have made them the-bafis of the Affociation of which their High Migh- 
tine files are now become a_part. 

** In this flate of things the King could ot but with the greateft 
fatisfaction perceive, that the States Generel had not oaly adopted the 
difpolitions contained in his regulation of the g6th July't778, bat alfo 
had put them ‘tives in away to maintain them by joining the Emprefs 
of Ruflia. The States General may be affured, that the King will be 
very watchfui that none of his men of war or privateers (bail in the 
leait tronble the lawful and innoeené trade of the Republic, that his 
Majeity will punith the ilighteft tcanfgrefiiea of che rules expretied in 
the declaration of their High M:yhtineffes ina magner that thall both 
thew his jultice and agection for the United Provinces, and that he js 
invariably refolved to the utmoit of his power to maintain and per- 
manent!y to eftabliia a jurifprudence tha: his, enemies affect to dilal- 
low; the maintenance of which is 10 particularly interelting to the 
Duieh nation. 

The foliawing Plaeart is publifoed by the States General, granting letters of 
marque agains} the eugl fo, duted Fats 12. 

** The States General of the United Provinees of the Low Coun- 
tries to all whom theie prejents may come grecting. Be it known, 
that, as the King of Great Britain has thought proper, without any 
lawful reafon, to treat and attack thefe countries in an thimical man- 
ner, we are thus obliged to ule every means for our own defence, and 
to proceed in the fame manner towards that Sovereign as he has 
towards us, and te cut off all communication between his abjects and 
ours. 

‘* For which purpofe, and for the protegtion of the trade and navis 
gation of thefe countries, we have thought proper to grant to all the 
inhabitants who thall take or de(troy any Englith thips ef war er mer- 
chantmen the following premiums, via. ... 

** Article’ 1. All thote veflels which are particularly fitted out as 
privateers, and furnifhed with proper commifliong from the Prince 
Stadtholder, as Admiral General, thall, modes the tequircd conditions, 
be c&empt from the giving-up of evesy third man ot their crews, ac- 
cording tothe placart of the «bth jue 4780, bat not thofe that fail 
as merchantmen and letters of maique ut anct; and Turthef, all thote 
who have taken and brought into any of the Admisalfhes of this coun-

Efq; with concourfe of his Majefty’s 
Advocate, ‘againit ‘Thomas Gemmill, fon to Peter Gemmill of 
Pillhead, as mentioned in our laft. The Jury, upon th’s rial, 
returned a verdict, all in dne voice finding the libel not proven ; 
whereupon the panel was aflolzied fimpliciter, and difmiffed 
froin the bar. 

It has Jong been matter uf complaint, that the Kirk-Sefhions 
of this city were’not, in general, compofed of {till more refpect- 
ablewmembers. This was the more.to be regretted, that, from the 
indalgence of the: Magiltrates and Council, by waving in their fa- 
vour the right of prefenrarion, the Kirk-Seflions became the 
perfons who were ro chufe minifters for the other inhabitants. 
"The office of aa cf/der is, in itfelf, highly honourable, and would 
no doabr be readily accep:ed of by the principal inhabitants, 
were it nor that, by the common pradice, they behoved firft to 
ferve as deacons. Ast was difagreeable to moft gentlemen to 
ferve in that capacity, the confequence was, that, in order to 
fill up the Sefhion, deacons were chofen from among fuch as 
would ‘accepts and thefc, upon any vacancy, were promoted to 
be eldtits. “ With'a view xo.remedy this evil; we are informed, 
the mini(ters of this city have had it under confideratién, not 
to admit any more /ay-deacons 3 and that, in place of fx elders 
and fx deacons, their Seffions fhall in future confift of twelve 
elders. Yn’ purfuance of this refolution, we are told, that 
laft Sunday there -were ordained in the New-Church of this ci- 
ty no lefs than feven elders, fix of whom were formerly dea- 
cons. In this.the minifters of this city have only fullowed the 
example of thofe of Glafgow, and fome of the other principal 
rowns in Scotland, whofe Seffions confift entirely of elders, and 
are generally compofed of the moft refpectable inhabitants of the 

lace.——What effects this alteration may hare on the church 
‘Politics of this city, it is hard to fay. tn cafe the Magiftrates 
chufé in future, as on many former occafions, to wave their 


of confequence, be double the number of voters ; for it was the 
elders only who yoted on thefe occafions. ‘To prevent this in- 
novation, it is propofed, that the fix youngeft.clders hall have 
no yote. But it is not eafy to fee how any elder can he de- 
prived of his right. ‘The Seflions may, before ordaining junior 
elders (if the éexpreflion may be allowed) take their obligation 
\ 72 to vote while they remain fach ; but this would be attend- 

ped with many difficulties, and has much the appearance of Si- 
mony,
